Garden for Victory 


Hon. CiaupE R. Wickarp, Secretary, United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, at the National Victory Garden 
Conference, said: “I know there is a tremendous psycho- 
logical value in having things for people to do in war 
time. Gardening is one activity that has great possibili- 
ties as a useful outlet for that urge to do something. 


There’s a spiritual uplift in seeing things grow.” 


Richardson Wright, Editor of House and Garden on the 
same occasion expressed a great truth when he spoke the 
following: “It is as necessary for the maintenance of 
morale to grow flowers, as it is necessary to supply the 
body with fresh vegetables—a rose, an iris, a peony may 
do more for us in hours of stress, worry, and doubt than 
a bushel of parsnips or a ton of dehydrated carrots.” 


The United States Department of Agriculture, through 
its Garden Committee, has pointed out that “There is not 
now an emergency that warrants the promotion of city 
backyard vegetable gardening under the unfavorable and 
unproductive conditions which generally prevail in 


cities.” As an alternative, it seems wiser to devote our 
gardening enthusiasm and energies to the growing of 
flowers, ornamental shrubs and trees, thereby doing our 
bit for the morale of our civilian population, and ren- 
dering a valuable service in approving the appearance 
of our communities. 


These planting sketches have beeri prepared to assist you 
in your gardening problems. They illustrate how to 
plant successfully for permanent, beautiful and produc- 
tive gardens. It is our hope that you may find this book- 
let helpful and instructive, and that your garden may 
continue to render the tremendous spiritual uplift of 
which Secretary Wickard spoke, and which gardeners

The abbreviation B&B in connection with nursery stock stands for “balled 
and burlapped.” Plants thus prepared have a decided advantage over bare- 
root ones in that shock due to transplanting is reduced to a minimum. Ever- 
green plants in particular are susceptible to root disturbance due to the 
peculiar nature of their roots. The older the plants, the greater the need for 
moving along an adequate ball of earth to preserve the intimate contact be- 
tween the roots and the original soil. The top of the burlap may be rolled 
back or cut off after the plant has been placed firmly so that no soil can fall 
away from the roots. The rest will rot away in due time without causing 
any harmful effect. Always keep evergreens well watered until they have 
become fully established in their new position.
